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St. Ives, Cornwall. The clear blue waters of the bay, 
the golden yellow sand of the beaches, and the bright 
sunny skies so prevalent here, have earned for St. Ives the 
title of the Riviera of the West. Although so near Land’s 
l nd, railway enterprise and facilities have brought it 
within a pleasant 7 hours run from the Metropolis. 
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
